Uncontradicted testimony of wire-tapping' and coercion 
of witnesses .by the Office of Navel Intelligence in the 
general court-martial case of Marine Corps Second Lt. Harold 
K, Thompson was called to the attention of Navy Secretary 
Francis Patrick Matthews today by the American Civil Liberties 
Union which urged him to "carefully review these matters" in 
his review of the case, 

A letter signed by Board chairman Dr, John Haynes Holmes, 
executive director Patrick Murphy Kalin and general counsel 
Arthur Garfield Kays stressed that the use of evidence ob- 
tained through the coercion of witnesses is a violation of 
the Fifth Amendment guaranteeing a fair trial and evidence 
growing out of wire-tapping was illegal under the Federal 
Communications Act., According to the case records, the ACLU 
officials said that there was evidence that at least two 
prosecution witnesses were coerced "through threats of jail 
sentences on spurious charges", and that conversations bet- 
ween Lt, Thompson and his lawyer were tapped. "These are 
grave charges and demand the most careful consideration;" 

While admitting that the government has at times author- 
ized wire-tapping in espionage or treason casco, it emphas- 
ized "that it is against the government's policy to use wire- 
tapping in ordinary prosecutions. Wo believe that the use of 
wire- tapping even in treason and espionage cases is in vio- 
lation of the Federal Communications Act, but there is no 
doubt whatsoever that its use in this type of proceeding 
is clearly illegal."

Harold Keith Thompson, Jr., who became 
j 30 on Sept. 17, stands 6 feet 64, weighs 215 
j pounds, has clean-cut, soft' features and a 
^watery gaze and recently achieved interna- 
tional notoriety as registered U. S. agent of 
German’s supposedly defunct neo-Nazi So- 
cialist Reich Party. 

The other day he sat politely in his office, con- 
: trolled the quiver of his lips by smiling- tightly, and 
nominated George Sylvester Viereck, the eminent 
1 Nazi agent, as “the type of man we should have as 
; Secretary of State." 

The occasion was a visit by this reporter. The 
announced purpose was to find out how a young 
man born in the benign and gracious atmosphere 
of Orange, N. J., and educated at Yale (B.A. in 
History. 1946} , could get mixed up with Nazism. 

Thompson denies that is a phenomenon. 

And he would much rather, discuss the American 
Jewish Committee, which charged recently that his 
continued operations here'prove that the Socialist 
Reich Party did not dissolve, as it had claimed, but 
was still grinding its axe, however surreptitiously* 
Thomson Is indignant at this. But he says he also 
is grateful. 

'Hitler Was Right' 

“As a result of the Jewish Committee's news re- 
lease,” he smiled, “I got a message from a farmer 
who wants to send food packages to the families of 
all Imprisoned German so-called ’war criminals.’ 
That’s a $10,000 transaction. I’ve been getting 300 
messages like it a day. We are now on the move. 
The national temperature is changing. People are 
becoming less afraid to admit that Hitler was right." 

He thlpks that the American Jewish Committee, 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai Brith, the 
Society for Prevention of World War III, and other 
groups friendly to Israel and antagonistic to Nazi 
Germany should be required to register as foreign 
agents. 

He thinks that Secretary of State Acheson is 
playing footsie with what he describes In his So- 
cialist Reich Party writing as “the world-Jewish 
community.” and he contends that this “commu- 
nity” is dictating the terms of a malignant policy 
which, in his opinion, finds the cream of Nazi mili- 
tary genius, unjustly in jail. 

/ 

Asked whether any V. S. statesman has recog- 
nized these alleged issues and has shown inclina- 
tion to meet them squarely, Thompson smiled and, 
in his cultivated tones, responded: 
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' McCarthy Was Firm*” 

“Senator McCarthy. He took a very firm position 
against the Nuremberg war crime trials. -And so 
did Senator Taft. As a matter of fact, I w^ked for 
the nomination of Senator Taft. I was at the Re- 
publican convention with a delegation from the 
German-American Voters Alliance." 

Taft, McCarthy and Viereck are what this nation 
needs, he. declare?. 

He says that one can’t begin to appreciate the 
issues until one recognizes that the U. S. has a 
“kept press" which invariably errs on the side of, 
the political Left at the expense of the Right. 

That’s what the- man says. 

It was this venal press, he goes on, which mis- 
represented Hitler -Germany to the people, and 
helped plunge us into an unjust and unnecessary 
war. 

He denies that anybody was persecuted in Hitler 
Germany except enemies of the state and insists 
that the crematoria were post-war products of a 
U. S. -Soviet endeavor to “swindle and defraud" the 
! world. 

'Nazi Enlightenment ' 

He admits that Jews left pre-war Germany by 
the thousands, but ascribes this to the fact that an 
i enlightened Hitler regime had demanded loyalty to 
|he Fatherland as the price of remaining there. As 
itassals of a world-Jewish state, he continues, the 
jlews couldn’t subscribe to Hitler enlightenment, and 
Inhe historic right of German sovereignty," and, 


took off. But they were not victims of pevseCfilKm," J 
no matter what anyone says. 

He explains his interest in all these novel con- 
I cepts-as due in part to the fact that “I am de- 
! scended from a long line of Prussian field marshals/* 

“At the age of 14/' he goes on, “I became politi- 
cally interested in German history. About that time, 
you may be interested to know, I became a close 
friend of King Carol of Romania. Do you know what 
philately is? I happened to make the King a present 
of a certain issue of American stamps. He acknowl- 
edged the gift warmly, and we started our corre- 
spondence. I also was quite a close friend of Priuz 
August Wilhelm — Prince August William — of Prus- 
I sla. I toured Germany as a child several times.” 

Nazi Civil Liberties 

During the war. he said, he was a student at 
Drew College and Yale and served for a while “in 
officer’s training." His views were well known (“I 
• never thought the U. S. should have gotten into 
World War I, and, of course, into World War II"), 

I but the FBI and other .intelligence agencies did not 
' bother him. 

After the war, he says, he, was shocked at the 
treatment accorded former Nazis, particularly for- 
mer Nazi dignitaries, and dedicated himself to the 
salvation of their civil liberties. 

“Poor Mrs. Himmler," lie mourned. “She keeps 
telling them that she did nothing. That she was 
only a loyal wife. Yet they confiscate her property.' 
She is impoverished. It is an outrage.” 

Civil liberties are a big thing with him: He says 
he has analyzed the Nuremberg trial transcripts 
and the proceedings of subsequent de-Nazification 
trials and finds that they were uniformly trumped 
up railroad jobs. 

“I deny that any Germans were war criminals/’ 
he stresses. 

The Contradiction _ 

Asked whether he has any views on civil liberties 
within his native land, the U, S., he says: 

“I think everyone should be free to express politi- 
cal views, no matter what the variety.” V r 

He then was' asked how he reconciles this liber- 
tarian assertion witli his belief that “the spirit of 
our age Is the; resurgence of authority;. which is 
• antithetical to democracy, liberalism and com- 
munism." 

How, he was asked, can you be for anti-demo- 
cratic “authority" and civil liberties at one and the 
same time? 

“When In Rome," he smiled, “do as the Romans

II CONNECTIONS THE PROGRESSIVE PARTY OF NSt JERSEY 


According to Newark T-l, HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON, JR. was a member 
of the Progressive Party of the District of Columbia in 19R8, and was a 
founding member of the Independent Progressive Party of New Jersey in 19R8. 

Confidential Informant T-R has advised that the Progressive 
Party of the State of Hew Jersey is controlled by the Communist 
Party of New Jersey. T-R also stated that the majority of the 
Progressive Party functionaries in the State of New Jersey 
were members of the Communist party, and that one of the major 
jobs of the Communist Party was to build up the Progressive 
Party. 

The Communist Party has been cited by the Attorney General 
of the U.S. as a subversive organization seeking to alter 
the form of government of the United states by unconstitutional 
means, and comes within the purview of Executive Order 9835. 

Ill ACTIVITIES OF THE SUBJECT 

(A) Committee for Freedom for Major General Remer j 
Committee for International Justice 


An article in the Newark Star Ledger, a daily newspaper of 
Newark, N.J., dated 8/3/52, concerned an interview with H* KEITH THOMPSON 
as to his activities in the Committee for Freedom for Major General Remer 
and the Committee for International Justice. THOMPSON is quoted as saying 
that he organized these committees in March, 1952, the purpose of wh-ich is to 
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secure the release of all German military personnel now in jail as war 
criminals. The article continued that ".THOMPSON openly admits he spends 
all of his spare time trying to obtain support for the Socialist Reich 
Party in thie est German Republic, together with working for the release 
of Germany's war criminals of ' orld War II. This list includes; HI) EOLPH 
TIEBS,.and Admiral JJ.-fT . 


THOMPSON is quoted as saying, "and if HERMAN GOERING were still 
alive and in prison. I'd work for his release* too." Further that 
GOERINO, FIGS, and the others were convicted on "fraudulent evidence." 

Hie article further stated that THOMPSON'S closest contact in the U.S . 
is a lawyer of Meehawken^lv *J» 

An article appearing in the Washington Post on 9/22/52, a daily 
newspaper of Washington, D. C., reflects that Germany's largest and 
best organized new-style Nazi organization, the Socialist Reich Party 
(SRP), disbanded a few days ago, but that it.stiil had a registered agent 
in the U.S., in the person of HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON of Chatham, n.J.

KEITH THOMPSON- is registered with that section of the U.S. Department, 
of Justice as an agent for the SRP and "Die Andre Seite", a publication

ED' ARD AJpFLECKENSTEIN was interviewed at "his home, 39 King Ave., 

V; eehawken, _R.J. on 11/21/52. At that time, FLI^KEiSTEII'] advised that he 
was introduced to THOMPSON by GEORGE SYLVESTE^fvlERECK, a mutual friend . 
during the Spring of 1952. Further, that THOMPSON was a member of the Voters 
Allies of Americans of German Ancestry (VAAGA) of which FLECKENSTEIN is 
president. FLECKENSTEIN s tated that T'OMPSON had registered as an agent 
for the SRP on the advice of VI! RECK, against his own advice, inasmuch as 
he had deemed it not necessary. 


FLECKENSTEIN stated further that he had not approved of the manner 
in which THOMPSON" had carried out the conduct of the Committee for Freedom 
for Major General Remer, as he did not approve of a large amount of 
publicity which had been to a great extent at first.

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: According to FLECKENSTLIN. THOMPSON had cancelled his registration 

in the Department of State as a Foreign Agent J and the Committee for Freedom 
for Major General Remer was defunct. 

The above information concerning the status of instant committees 
was confirmed by Confidential Informant Newark T-5> of unknown. reliability, 
on 3/6/53 . 

(B) Committee for the Advancement of Western Culture 

Ah article in the Newark Star Ledger, a daily newspaper of. Newark, 
‘•i.J., reflected an interview with subject concerning . THOMPSON VS connection 
with a. new organization. . According to this article, .THOMPSON'S "newest 
venture in political ideology is as National Chairman of the American ' 

Committee for the Advancement of Western Culture. As he outlined the 
Committee’s aims in an interview yesterday, THOMPSON drew a Hitlerian 
picture of Nordic supremacy in the world fight against Communism." 

THOMPSON is quoted as stating that this will be strictly an 
American group with representation in various major cities dedicated to a " 
vigorous fight ih behalf of the traditional Nordic, Anglo-Saxon, American 
culture and against the encroachment of Communism and alien cultures. 
"THOMPSON makes no bones about world Zionism being the Committee's major 
target." , 

"Thompson's argument is that the 'World Jewish Committee' is 
costing America Valuable allies in the struggle against Communism —* that 
its influence forced this country into World Var II, is blocking the re- 
building of Vest Germany, and is alienating the friendship of Arab 
and other nations and driving them towards Communism." 


According to this article, closely associated with THOMPSON is 
a group of clergymen, teachers and political pamphleteers* most of whom 
aave been publicly identified with Nationalist German causes. Further, 
that -THOMPSONS Committee will have branches in Los Angeles* Chicago, and 
either Atlanta or Nashville.

Informants of the Newark Office who are familiar with the

My memorandum' October 21, 1954, I advised you of 
the results of an interview with the captioned individual 
by New York Agents as set forth in New York teletype October 19, 
1954* Thompson had previously by letter dated October 16, 

1954, complained that he had not received an acknowledgment 
from any FBI official of information which he had furnished 
to the FBI. He also expressed misgivings in his letter

As indicated in my memorandum October 21, 1954, 
it is believed that further contact with Thompson is undesirable 
in view of his allegations concerning the FBI and Bureau 
Agents and his failure to substantiate these allegations by 
specific information. 

RECOMMENDATION : 

If you approve, the attached letter to Assistant 
Attorney General William P. Rogers with copies to Assistant 
Attorney General, Warren Olney III and the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service advising of Thompson’s statements 
will be forwarded.

NEXT ISSUE OF EXPOSE DUE IN SEVERAL WEEKS. THOMPSON DECLINED TO DIVULGE 
THE EXACT CONTENT OF THIS ARTICLE, BUT STATED HE WOULD FURNISH THIS OFFICE 
WITH A PROOF COPY IN THE NEAR FUTURE. THOMPSON WAS ADVISED THAT IF HE HAD 
ANY CHARGES TO BE MADE RE MISCONDUCT OF FBI AGENTS, HE SHOULD FURNISH THEM 
TO THIS OFFICE DIRECTLY. THOMPSON WAS TOLD THAT THE FBI DOES NOT COLLABORATE 
WITH ANY UNAUTHORIZED ORGANIZATIONS AND WOULD NOT CONDONE ANY ILLEGAL, 
UNETHICAL, OR REPREHENSIBLE ACTIVITY ON THE PART OF ITS PERSONNEL. ANY 
INFO OFFERED TO THIS OFFICE BY THOMPSON IN THE FUTURE W ILL BE ACCEPTED, 

BUT HO FURTHER CONTACTS WILL BE MADE BY THIS OFFICE WITHOUT PRIOR BUREAU ..

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' .-synopsis; in previous nisthlbnehta Mr. Thompson has said 
t/iftt he is a Nationalist, and has described his entry into he 
jVc tionahst (Fascist) network. He detailed his experience as 
a ■egistered foreign agent for neo-Nazis and his battles w ih 
groups who opposed him and their agents. 

, Now he concludes: * ■ 

My work for the Socialist Reich Party of West Ger- 
many completed and registration with the Department of 
Justice as a foreign agent duly terminated, the early 
months of 1953 found me busily engaged in the forma- 
tion of a new, cultural group. 

The “American Committee for the Advancement of 
Western Culture” was intended to be: (1) an advisory 
group to the American People on preservation of our 
traditions against the inroads of internationalist, “One- 
World”, alien cultures and influences: (2) a political ac- 
tion group on questions of United States domestic amd 
foreign affairs; and (3) a group to safeguard the erfil 
liberties of all Americans, regardless of their politics, j 

Careful months of work went^ 
into the formation of an aggres- 
sive committee from the ranks of 
American Nationalists, of Left, 

Right and Center, with a high- 
calibre European advisory staff. 

It was heart-breaking work en- 
deavoring to secure the active co- 
operation of Nationalists who, in 
so many cases, were more opposed 
to their Nationalist.contemporar- 
ies than to the common enemies. 

I, finally brought together a re- 
presentative group, taking care 
tc secure letters of acceptance.

The Jewish pres- 
sure groups, suspecting that the 
Committee might be somewhat

sprung into action. The Jewish 
War Veterans called for an "in- 
vestigation” of the Committee, 
and a horde of new agents de- 
scended. These so-called Jewish 
“defense groups” do not leave 
un-harrassed any individuals or 
groups which challenge, in any 
way, their vested interests. 

But the same old agents were 
still on the scene also. The notori- 
ous B’nai B’rith middlcmaivagent 
Sanford Griffith, alias ."Alfred 
L. Scheffer”, alias ”A! Jones , 


ho was busily perpetrating 
tionalist circles, hero and in Eur- 
ope 1 did not then know that on 
Feb. 18, 1938. the New York Su- 
preme Court -had issued a decree 
restraining Griffith from "mak- 
ing any false’pretenscs. misrepre- 
sentations, statements or prom- 
ises . . .” and from "any fraudu- 
lent acts". The circumstances 
sin rounding this decree against 
ADL agent Griffith were pub- 
lished bv columnist Westbrook 
Pcgler in the N.Y. JournulfUner- 
icuii on September 10, 

This 'man Griffith, then using 
the title “Major Griffith.” was the 
key witness employed by Koose- 
veit’s Justice Department to in- 
sure the World War 11 "conyic 
lion” of George PylvesVri vier- 
•eck, for a rigged "violation of 
the Foreign Agents Registration 

Yiereck's "defense attorneys . 
appointed by the Roosevelt court, 
declined (despite Vierecks de- 
mand) to ask Griffith, on crosyt- 
examination, about his employ- 
miint by the ADL and ANL.

these Jewish pressure groups, and i 
th*V also knew of the N. Y. Su- 
[pnW Court decree against Grif- 
fith! for fraud. The Viereck cth- 
vicvion, thus brought about \>y 
perjury and fraud, with the com- 
plicity of the Justice Departmerit, 
could not' have stood if the back- . 
ground of Griffith had been re- i 
vealed in court. 1 

This same Griffith is now a j 
faculty member at the “New j 
School for Social Research" in ;j 
NYC and was a lecturer at Col- 


gate University this summer. . 

Always ready to give anti- 
Semitism a boost on behalf of the 
ADL, Griffith gave cash sums to 
the notorious Mana Truhill, paid 
agent of the Ison-Sectarian Anti- 
Nazi League, for data from the 
files of the National Renaissance 
Party, including some correspond! 
ence of a number of European 
Nationalists. Truhill, at the time, 
was planted within the NRP by 
“Professor" Sheldon of the Anti- 
Nazi League, and was busy col- 
lecting money from all sides f( r 
the promotion of the most e? - 
treirfe, vulgar and provocathp 
forn’^ of anti-Semitism. 

I am glad to hear that, in re- 
cent weeks, James H. Madole, 
honest, self-sacrificing NRP lead- 
er has taken firm steps to rid 
; his organization of the cock- 
roaches of the ADL and ANL. 
From now on, lie is going to be 
better informed on the identity 
of these schemers, and should be 
able to re-group and carry on 
with more effectiveness. 

The American Committee for 
the Advancement of Western Cul- 
ture had, by Spring of 1953, be- 
come the major target of all the 
Jewish pressure groups. But this 


time, they tried a different ap- 
proach and tried to create dis- 
section amongst members c| the 
C( mmittee, employing attempted 
bl. ckmail,. miscellaneous fla k e 
sc; res, and outright ecoipmic 
pressure.

The operations of the Jewish 
pressure groups were quite , suc- 
cessful, for the American is ; ;en- 
eral ( ly not as devoted to his id :als 
as {he European, nor is he as 
Japt to fight as hard for tiVem, 
particularly in the face of un- 
pleasant pressures. 

- .1 understood when some com- 
mittee members withdrew because 
of fear for their employment, but 
I was fighting mad when ADL 
and ANL agents succeeded in 
driving personal wedges between 
Committee members. The Com- 
mittee, because of its size and 
dispersion, was helpless against 
this type of infiltration. I lacked 
the time to travel over the USA 
trying to smooth out quarrels 
between members, but I did all, 
that I could. 

While the possibility of my 
running for Congress in |fewi 
York City’s 18th Congressional 
District was being publicped, 
I fell victim to a trick in frorjt of 
Carnegie Hall on the occasion of 
the Gieseking concert. 

German concert pianist Walter 
G : .eseking had, since World War 
Il ( j been a pet target of pressure 
gijpups which branded him a 
“Nazi" (which he never was) be- 
cause he had refused to denounce 
his country. 

His musical genius speaks for 
itself, and has nothing to do with 
politics in any case. 

His 1953 appearance at Car- 
negie Hall became a major con- 
centration of the wolfpack which 
announced plans for picketing the 
conceit. I was determined that 
any such ' picketing would meet 
some challenge, even if only fTom 
the American Committee for the 
Advancement of Western Culture. 

When I arrived at CarWegie j 
Hall with a group of friends on ! 
tht‘ evening of the concert, the i 
picketing by the “Jewish War !

Veterans" and various Zionist 
groups was already underway. 

With the connivance of the 
police, the pickets were blocking 
the sidewalk and hurling invec- 
tive at patrons attempting to en- 
ter the hall. At the corner, 
sound truck blared forth, adver- 
tising Robert F. Wagner, Jr. 
(now Mayor of New York) as a, 
.speaker, and vilifying Gieseking^ 
j I began to remonstrate, with 
I police officers in an effort to at :

I was so hemmed in by every 
manner of agent that I could 
hardly move without observation. 

Privacy was non-existent. 

The persecution of social ac- 
quaintances, merely for meeting 
and talking with me, took unbe- 
lie /eable forms and revealed some 
interesting activities of miscel- 
laneous agents. 

At Queens College, a young 
American Nationalist, Donald 
A. was “suspended 1 * from 

school on a number of absurd, 
fabricated charges, including ' an- 
ti-Semitism”, “anti-Catholic” pnd 
“anti-Negro” activity. High* on 
the list of “charges” was having 1 
met and talked with me. 


Dean Margaret V. Kiely, a 
Catholic active in Jewish groups, 
told Swan’s mother that she had 
been told by “authorities” that I 
was a “subversive”.

Of particular interest to Amer- 
icans is the revival of the Mosley 
Movement in England.

10, 1955, signed 9. KEITH THOMPSON, Journalist and Public

New York, which concerned the House Un-American Activities 
Committee Report directed against neo-Fascist and hate groups. 
THOMPSON criticized the House Committee, because no public 
hearings were held prior to the release of this report, and 
he also cited, numerous errors, which he believed were contained 
therein. ' .

The April, 1955, "National 
Renaissance Bulletin", official NRP publication, listed 
headquarters at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

The NRP was the subject of a preliminary report 
on Neo-Fascist and Hate Groups published by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities on December 17, 195^, 
which stated that this neo-Fascist group's activities are 
clearly subversive and un-American. , 

T-2 indicate'd on June 2, 1955, that a pamphlet 
entitled, "Russia", which was distributed by the NRP and 
which was highly complimentary to the Russian system, had 
been written by FREDERICK WEISS, and printed by the subject. 

T-2 indicated on November 10, 1955, that THOMPSON 
had collaborated with WEISS in writing the pamphlet entitled.

According to the registration statement, THOMPSON 
was listed as publicity agent, public relations counsel,
